Both have m a d e rep ea ted ex­ 
periments with rusted wheat in various 
seasons to determ ine this very point,

rust

through infected seed. 
They agree with all th e other recog­ 
nized authorities, American and Euro­ 
pean. 
that rust 
is caused by 
seed 
spores; that 
the spores have 
the ir 
early growth on other plants and not 
on wheat plants; that these spores do 
not flourish on the o th e r plants, ex­ 
cept 
under special 
conditions; 
and 
that when the spores a re carried b 
the wind to a wheat plant, they do no 
a tta c k the plant unless 
those sumo 
w e a th e r conditions are prevalent. 
In cither words, young wheat plants 
do not inherit rust; they are wholly 
free from rust in the course of their 
early g ro w th ; 
and even the 
older 
plants arc* never attacked by rust, ex­ 
cept. under special and rare conditions 
of weather. Unless the weather of last 
su m m er should 
again prevail 
n ■ -xt 
summer, Northw estern farmers hav< 
no reason to fear rust. 
T h e only precaution necessary in 
using rusted wheat as seed is to clean 
the grain thoroughly with a fanning 
mill, and to select, then f o r 'geed only 
the large and fully developed kernels. 
T he cleaning is advisable, not to pre­ 
vent the transmission of rust, but to 
remove any possible obstacle to the 
prompt propagation of the seed.

summer, Northwestern farmers ha\- 
no reason to fear rust. 
The only precaution necessary in 
using rusted wheat as seed is to clean 
the grain thoroughly with a fanning 
mill, and to select then for -seed only 
tho large and fully developed kernels. 
The cleaning is advisable, not to pre­ 
vent the transmission of rust, but to 
remove any possible obstacle to the 
prompt propagation of tho seed.

According to a Hpeclnl cable dispatch 
from Chefu to the New York World, 
a Russian naval officer who recently 
arrtve<l at Chefu vividly described the 
conditions In Fort Arthur at the mo­ 
ment of surrender thus: 
“Nothing cxiuld withstand the Jap a­ 
nese. Had General Sto«»ssel waited lon­ 
ger the w'hole garrison would have 
bfH*n corps**!. 
General SmyruofT him­ 
self favored surrender, and the garri­ 
son, scourged by a daily hurricane of 
fire, unanimously supported him. 
“Yet the poor fellow’s w’ept when the 
first m«*ssage asking what terms would 
be granted was s«»nt to General Nogi. 
The soldiers, half starved, racked by 
disease, stood In the trenches, staring 
stuphlly with sunken eyes at one an­ 
other, while the officers, prostrated by 
the thought of giving up the fortress, 
actually sobbed Ilk«« bereaved women, 
as though their hearts would break. 
Mon seemed dazed by the impending 
calamity, which we knew nothing could 
ward off. 
We wandered about like 
mourners In a vast graveyard. 
Ami 
such Port Arthur was. 
“As for the hospitals, no words can 
adequately picture their horrors. 
They 
won* worse than the battlefield; were 
gorge<l w’ith broken, shell torn bodU»s 
and men in the grip of mortal diseases; 
a nauseating o«lor poisoned the air of 
the wards and sickentMl even the Sis­ 
ters of Charity, accustomed as they 
were to such experiences. So fetid and 
powerful was this cslor that the Rus­ 
sian 
ladles 
attending 
the 
wounded 
plugg«*<l their nostrils with cotton or 
wool saturated w'ith cologne to avoid 
being overcome by the niinsma. 
“So terrific was the shell fire In the 
last days that few of the hospitals es- 
cape«l damage, and many men w*ere 
blown to fragments In their cots. 
“Many suffered from most painful in­ 
flammation of the mouth, caused by 
eating 
horseflesh, 
which 
was 
itself 
tainted, but was the only animal food 
we could get. 
The Sisters of Charity 
and volunteer nurses work*xl day and 
night in these slaughter houses. Many 
fainted at their posts from want of 
food. 
The shrieks and moans of the 
wounded, the death rattle of the dying 
and th** curses and yells of men under­ 
going operations without anaesthetics, 
all combined to make such a place a 
perftN t Inferno. 
Several limbs, cur­ 
dling blood, met one’s gaze on every 
hand. 
It was a relief to rush from the 
foul atmosphere and the horrible sights 
even If the shell torn streets w'ere the 
only alternative. 
“When General Stoessel sent Ills re­ 
quest for terms of capitulation the 
number of troops available for duty 
Was not more than 3,000, of wrhleb a 
gfxxi percentage were either In bad 
health, consequent on lack of fresh 
food, or bad be«*n slightly wounded. It 
was impossible xvlth this small number 
of men to garrison defenses extending 
over ten miles in sufficient strength to 
rcp«*l the enemy’s assaults. 
“The heroism of the great majority 
of the wounded is something I shall 
never forg«*t. 
Men who had received 
wounds which 
did 
not 
incapacitate 
them from duty would stagger Into hos­ 
pitals, throw their rifles aside and, after 
dr«*sslng 
their 
own 
wounds, 
would 
snatch up their aceountennents and 
hurry back to the trenches. 
“From first to last the Japanese de- 
ltveml fifty-six assaults. 
Their sacri­ 
fice of life was unparalleled; we killed 
them by regiments, but fresh assaults 
were delivered next day. 
Recently the 
bombardment was much more cff«*ct1ve 
than 
before. 
Those 
infernal 
shells 
w«*re too much for us. 
The fortress 
was b«*ing torn to pieces.“

IP Eastman has submitted plans 
to the officials of the Des Moines (I *..) 
National bank for a bank building of 
classic design to be built of glass, after 
his new plan of glass construction, says 
the lies Moines (la.) Register. 
The 
building, lf constructed, would lie in >st 
unique and would la* especially at­ 
tractive, with its heavy columns of 
wire glass. 
Mr. Eastm an’s scheme of glass con­ 
struction has provoked much comment 
throughout 
the country, some of it 
most encouraging. 
The general plan 
follows: 
It consists of a steel framework sup­ 
ported by brackets attached to the 
bennis of tin* floors in duplicate, m ak­ 
ing two walls of opalescent wire glass, 
the glass tieing set In tin* steel fram e­ 
work. 
The glass walls are approxi­ 
mately a foot apart, making an insulat­ 
ing dead air space to prevent loss of 
heat in winter and to prevent undue 
heat in Hummer. 
This system of construction allows of 
any arrangement of floor plan, because 
windows are unnecessary, and for the! 
Harm* reason tin* exterior will admit of j 
any style of treatment entirely free of j 
the restrictions of fenestration. 
The wall Is tire resisting to a practi* ! 
cill degree, as ii lias been demonstrated 
that wire glass will resist a hot tire I 
and though noc(*Hsary to replace It the 
fire damage would be local and easily 
replaced. 
Tlu* inside treatment allows of a m ar­ 
ble wainscoting halfw ay to the ceiling 
with glass over so that tin* wall space 
is available for desks, counters, shelv­ 
ing, etc., on all sides of a room, and at 
the sam e time more light is produced 
than with windows.

Ja m e s Wilson, tho secretary of agri­ 
culture, when asked by tho Now York 
II era Id’s Washington correspondent as 
to the relation of farm ers and farm 
products to tile nation's prosperous con­ 
dition in 19o4, said: 
“ It is impossible to overestim ate the 
Importance of tin? farm ers to this coun­ 
try. 
I nm delighted to find that the 
people are just beginning to awaken to 
tills fact. 
“ It Is mon* evident this year than 
ever before, since the value of farm 
products in the last year has reached 
the greatest point In the history of the 
nation. More than 65 per cent of our 
exports today consist of farm products. 
Of the remaining 35 per cent a large 
percentage comprises 
articles which 
originate on the farm. 
“ The fanners have so much money 
this year that they scarcely know w hat 
to do with It. As a result they pile It 
Into the hanks until these institutions 
themselves wonder how to disjiose of IL 
Tho farmer Is afraid of burglars, and 
he hands Ids money over to his banker. 
The banker is also afraid of burglars, 
and he sends the money on to New 
York. An astonishingly overwhelming 
percentage, I would not undertake to 
say how much, of the money In New 
York todny which m akes possible the 
great projects of the age comes directly 
from the farm. I know one bank In my 
own little home town In Iowa, a town 
of about 1,209 inhabitants, that sent 
more than $350,090 to New York last 
year- all farmers’ in quey. The farmers 
of one state- iii fact, of one section of 
one state could take up the entire 
bond Issue of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road, amounting to $ IOO,OOO JKX), and 
scarcely feel it. The year's Interest on 
our national debt could he paid by Hie 
value of the eggs laid by the farm ers’ 
hens iii one month alone during their 
busy season. 
“ Right here I w ant to emphasize a 
point which I made at this time last 
year. That is the ability and readiness 
of the farmers to finance any project 
under heaven that might be conceived 
by our most ambitious promoter, pro­ 
vided they had the assurance that the 
proposition was a fair and square one. 
When we get our new department of 
commerce and labor organized to the 
point that it will have supervision over 
such projects and stand ready to advise 
tin* farmers as to the safety of an in­ 
vestment, no worthy project will have 
any trouble to get all the money it 
wants. If $200,000,000 w as wanted to­ 
morrow to build a merchant marine It 
could he obtained from the fanners by 
Feb. I. I arn very anxious to see the 
department of commerce and labor (‘li­ 
ter this field. Our national banks are 
under 
government 
supervision, 
and 
their stock cannot be purchased for 
love or money. 
Why should not our 
great corporations be in the same posi­ 
tion? 
“ The increase in the value of farm 
products for 1904 over 1903 is more 
than $4<JO,OOO,OOO. T his is an increase 
over the census value In 1S99, five 
years ago, of 42 per cent. What Is the 
limit on this rapid advance? There Is 
no limit whatever except the demand. 
Tin* farmers of this country will not 
produce anything that they cannot sell 
at a good price. 
“ There is no field today so Inviting to 
tho intelligent man as tile farm. The 
research work being done by the de­ 
partment at its experiment stations in 
this country and iii our island posses­ 
sions is enabling the American pro­ 
ducer to aggregate more from his soil. 
Each acre yields more now than ever 
before. This is plainly evinced by tile 
figures. Since loon the Increase in value 
of farm s and farm property amounts 
to more than $2,000,000,000. 
“ The constant Improvement in farm 
machinery is helping the fanners to 
produce abundantly and economically. 
The work of our agricultural colleges 
' In (‘durnting young men along these 


I lines is telling. 
It will be felt more 
j and more in farm production. 
Farm ­ 
ing is getting to he a most attractive 
science and profession. The importance 
of our agricultural colleges giving this 
instruction in regard to machinery and 
farm buildings can bo realized when it 
is remembered that our fanners are 
now buying $100,OCK),OOO worth of m a­ 
chinery every year. 
The horses alone

companied the taking of Vicksburg by 
the Federals during the civil war and 
the reduction of the powerful French 
fortresses of Metz and Stromsburg by 
the Germans in 1870. In one way times 
have changed for the better. 
Today 
bloodshed stops as soon as the invested 
stronghold has surrendered. It w as dif­ 
ferent In the olden days, when fort and 
city were almost synonymous and the 
taking of one often meant the complete 
destruction of the other. After the Ro­ 
m ans had scaled the walls of Carthage 
the fighting continued In the streets 
for six days and nights and did not 
come to an end until all life w as ex­ 
tinct within. 
Probably the most horrible event of 
this kind recorded In history Is the tak­ 
ing of the Greek city of Scio by the 
T urks during the Greek Insurrection in 
1822. 
The entire population, said to 
have 
numbered 
40, OOO 
souls, 
w as 
slaughtered In a few hours. The sam e 
number of noncombatants were killed 
or died from sickness In Paris during 
the four months of siege. What losses 
of this latter kind have been suffered 
at Port Arthur is not known yet* but 
there Is reason to believe that mortali­ 
ty has largely been restricted to the ac­ 
tive defenders. 
T he Ingenuity displayed by both a s ­ 
sailan ts and defenders In their struggle 
for 
the 
far eastern stronghold 
has 
m any precedents In the past, although 
It m ay never have been excelled. The 
devices of Archimedes have made fa ­ 
mous the siege of Syracuse by the Ro­ 
m ans in 212 It. CX The sieges conduct­ 
ed by Alexander tile Great were epoch 
m aking in the history of warfare. 


According to a special cable dispatch 
from Chef ti to the New York World, 
a Russia ii naval officer who recently 
arrived at Chefu vividly descrit»ed the 
conditions in Port Arthur at the m o­ 
ment of surrender thus: 
“ Nothing could withstand the J a p a ­ 
nese. Had General Stoessel waited lon­ 
ger the whole garrison would have 
been corpses. 
General Smyruoff him­ 
self favored surrender, and the garri­ 
son, scourged by a daily hurricane of 
fire, unanimously supported him. 
“ Yet the poor fellows wept when tile 
first m essage asking what terms would 
be granted w as sent to General Nog!. 
The soldiers, half starved, racked by 
disease, stood In the trenches, staring 
stupidly with sunken eyes at one an­ 
other, while the officers, prostrated by 
the thought of giving up the fortress, 
actually sobbed like bereaved women, 
as though their hearts would break. 
Men seemed dazed by the Impending 
calamity, which we knew nothing could 
ward off. 
We wandered about like 
mourners in a vast graveyard. 
And 
such Port Arthur was. 
“ As for the hospitals, no words can 
adequately picture their horrors. 
They 
were worse than the battlefield; were 
gorged with broken, shell torn bodies 
and men In the grip of mortal diseases; 
a nauseating odor poisoned the air of 
the wards and sickened even the S is­ 
ters of Charity, accustom ed as they 
were to such experiences. So fetid and 
powerful w as this odor that the R us­ 
sian 
ladies 
attending 
the 
wounded 
plugged their nostrils with cotton or 
wool saturated with cologne to avoid 
being overcome by the m iasm a. 
“ So terrific w as the shell fire In the 
last days that few of the hospitals es­ 
caped damage, and many men were 
blown to fragm ents In their cots. 
“ Many suffered from most painful in­ 
flammation of the mouth, caused by 
eating 
horseflesh, 
which 
w as 
itself 
tainted, hut w as the only animal food 
we could g e t 
The Sisters of Charity 
and volunteer nurses worked day and 
night in these slaughter houses. Many 
fainted at their posts from want of 
food. 
The shrieks and moans of the 
wounded, the death rattle of the dying 
and the curses and yells of men under­ 
going operations without anaesthetics, 
all combined to m ake such a place a 
perfect Inferno. 
SeveraT~Timbs, cur­ 
dling blood, met one’s gaze on every 
hand. 
It w as a relief to rush from the 
foul atmosphere and the horrible sights 
even if tile shell torn streets were the 
only alternative. 
“ When General Stoessel sent bls re­ 
quest for term s of capitulation the 
number of troops available for duty 
w as not more than 6,000, of whicfi a 
good percentage were either in bad 
health, consequent on lack of fresh 
food, or had been slightly wounded. It 
w as impossible with this small number 
of men to garrison defenses extending 
over ten miles In sufficient strength to 
repel the enemy’s assaults. 
“ The heroism of the great m ajority 
of the wounded is something I shall 
never forget. 
Men who had received 
wounds which 
did 
not 
incapacitate 
them from duty would stagger into hos­ 
pitals, throw their rifles aside and, after 
dressing 
their 
own 
wounds, 
would 
snatch up their accounterments and 
hurry back to the trenches. 
“ From first to last the Jap an ese de­ 
livered fifty-six assaults. 
Their sacri­ 
fice of life w as unparalleled; we killed 
them by regiments, blit fresh assaults 
were delivered next day. 
Recently the 
bombardment w as much more effective 
than 
before. 
Those 
infernal 
shells 
were too much for us. 
The fortress 
w as being torn to pieces.”

RICHES IN AGRICULTURE 


Secretary W ilson’s Estim ate of 
Farm Products.

'Ti e 
building, If constructed, would he in >st 
unique and would be especially at­ 
tractive. with its heavy columns of 
wire glass. 
Mr. Eastman's scheme of glass con­ 
struction has provoked much comment 
throughout the country, some of it 
most encouraging. The general plan 
follows: 
It consists of a steel framework sup­ 
ported by brackets attached to the 
beams of the floors in duplicate, mak­ 
ing two walls of opalescent wire glass, 
the glass being set in the steel frame­ 
work. The glass walls are approxi­ 
mately a foot apart, making an insulat­ 
ing dead air space to prevent loss of 
heat In winter and to prevent undue 
heat in summer. 
Tliis system of construction allows of 
any arrangement of floor plan, because 
windows are unnecessary, and for th 
same reason the exterior will admit of 
any style of treatment entirely free of 
the restrictions of fenestration. 
The wall is tire resisting to a practi­ 
cal degree, as It has been demonstrated 
that wire glass will resist a hot tire 
and though neei*Hsary to replace It the 
tire damage would be local and easily 
replaced. 
The inside treatment allows of a mar­ 
ble wainscoting halfway to the ceiling 
with glass over so that the wall space 
is available for desks, counters, shelv­ 
ing. etc., on all sides of a room, and at 
the same time more light Is produced 
than with windows. 
If an out 1 >ok Is desired n stationary j 
portal of plate glass one thickness can | 
be placed in the wall, or the columns

James Wilson, the secretary of agri­ 
culture, when asked by the New York 
Herald’s Washington correspondent as 
to the relation of farmers and farm 
products to the nation's prosperous con­ 
dition in 1904, said: 
“It is Impossible to overestimate the 
Importance of the farmers to this coun­ 
try. I am delighted to find that the 
people are just beginning to awaken to 
tills fact. 
“It Is more evident this year than 
ever before, since the value of farm 
products In the last year has reached 
the greatest point In the history of the 
nation. Mor*; than f>5 per cent of our 
exports today consist of farm products. 
Of the remaining 35 per cent a large 
percentage comprises articles which 
originate on the farm. 
“The fanners have so much money 
this year that they scarcely know what 
to do with It. As a result they pile It 
Into the banks until these Institutions 
themselves wonder how to dispose of it. 
The farmer is afraid of burglars, and 
he hands his money over to his banker. 
The banker is also afraid of burglars, 
and he serais the money on to New 
York. An astonishingly overwhelming 
percentage, I would not undertake to 
say how much, of the money In New 
York today which makes possible the 
great projects of the age comes directly 
from the farm. I know one hank In my 
own little home town In Iowa, a town 
of about 1,200 Inhabitants, that sent 
more than $350,000 to New York last 
year—all farmers’ mqney. The farmers 
of one state—in fact, of one section of 
one state could take up the entire 
bond Issue of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road. amounting to $100,000,000, and 
scarcely feel It. The year’s interest on 
our national debt could be paid by the 
value of the eggs laid by the farmers’ 
hens In one month alone during their 
busy season. 
“Right here I want to emphasize a 
point which I made at this time last 
year. That is the ability and readiness 
of the farmers to finance any project 
under heaven that might be conceived 
by our most ambitious promoter, pro­ 
vided they had the assurance that the 
proposition was a fair and square one. 
When we get our new department of 
commerce and labor organized to the 
point that It will have supervision over 
such projects and stand ready to advise 
tin* farmers as to the safety of an in­ 
vestment, no worthy project will have 
any trouble to get all the money It 
wants. If $200,000,000 was wanted to­ 
morrow to build a merchant marine It 
could be obtained from the farmers by 
Feb. 1. I am very anxious to see the 
department of commerce and labor (‘li­ 
ter this field. Our national banks are 
under government supervision, and 
their stock cannot lie purchased for 
love or money. Why should not our 
great corporations be in the same posi­ 
tion? 
“The increase in the value of farm 
products for 1904 over 1903 is more 
than $400,000,000. This is an increase 
over the census value In 1899, five 
years ago, of 42 per cent. What Is the 
limit on this rapid advance? There Is 
no limit whatever except the demand. 
The farmers of this country will not 
produce anything that they cannot sell 
at u good price. 
“There Is no field today so Inviting to 
the Intelligent man as the farm. The 
research work being done by the de­ 
partment at Its experiment stations in 
this country and in our Island posses­ 
sions is enabling tin* American pro­ 
ducer to aggregate more from bis soil. 
Each acre yields more now than ever 
before. This Is plainly evinced by the 
figures. Since 1900 the increase in value 
of farms and farm property amounts 
to more than $2,900,000,000. 
“The constant improvement in farm 
machinery is helping the farmers to 
produce abundantly and economically. 
Th»* work of our agricultural colleges 
In educating young men along these 
lines is telling. It will be felt more 
¡ and inore in farm production. Fariu- 
e . 
. 
ing is getting to bo a most attractive 
science and profession. The Importance 
of our agricultural colleges giving this 
instruction in regard to machinery and 
farm buildings can be realized when it 
is remembered that our farmers are 
now buying $100,000,000 worth of ma­ 
chinery every year. The horses alone 
that work on the farms of this country 
increased largely In number during 
1904 and also much in value, reaching 
a total of about $1.150,000,000. 
“Even my modesty docs not permit 
me to deny that a large share of these 
wonderful results are due to tin* work 
of the department of agriculture. We 
are now sending out annually about 
12.500,000 pieces of literature Intended 
exclusively for the Information and »*d- 
ueation of tin* farmer. The rapid prog­ 
ress that is being made today shows 
that this is not being done in vain. 
We have recently begun to bring here 
and suit to our conditions grains and 
gruss(*s found in all the countries of 
tin* world. Domestic animals are con­ 
sequently improving toward earlier ma­ 
turity, and the dairy Is becoming 


companjed the taking of Vicksburg by 
the Federal* during the civil war and 
the reduction of the powerful French 
fortresses of Metz and Strassburg by 
the Germans in 1870. In one way times 
have changed for the better. Today 
bloodshed stops as soon as the Invested 
stronghold has surrendered. It was dif­ 
ferent In the olden days, when fort and 
city were almost synonymous and the 
taking of one often meant the complete 
destruction of the other. After the Ro­ 
mans had scaled the walls of Carthage 
the fighting continued in the streets 
for six days and nights and did not 
come to an end until all life was ex­ 
tinct within. 
Probably the most horrible event of 
tliis kind recorded In history is the tak­ 
ing of the Greek city of Solo by the 
Turks during the Greek insurrection in 
1822. The entire population, said to 
Lave numbered 40,000 souls, was 
slaughtered In a few hours. The same 
number of noncombatants were killed 
or died from sickness in Paris during 
the four months of siege. What losses 
of this latter kind have been suffered 
at Port Arthur Is not known yet> but 
there is reason to believe that mortali­ 
ty has largely been restricted to the ac­ 
tive defenders. 
The ingenuity displayed by both as­ 
sailants and defenders in tbetr struggle 
for the far eastern stronghold has 
many precedents In the past, although 
it may never have been excelled. The 
devices of Archimedes have made fa­ 
mous the siege of Syracuse by the Ro­ 
mans in 212 B. C. The sieges conduct­ 
ed by Alexander the Great were epoch 
mRking in the history of warfare. 


According to a special cable dispatch 
from Chefn to the New York World, 
a Russian naval officer who recently 
arrived at Chefn vividly descril>ed the 
conditions In Port Arthur at the mo­ 
ment of surrender thus: 
“Nothing could withstand the Japa­ 
nese. Ilnd General Stoessel waited lon­ 
ger the whole garrison would have 
been corpses. General Smyruoff him­ 
self favored surrender, and the garri­ 
son, scourged by a daily hurricane of 
fire, unanimously supported him. 
“Y’et the poor fellows wept when the 
first message asking what terms would 
be granted was sent to General Nogi. 
The soldiers, half starved, racked by 
disease, stood In the trenches, staring 
stupidly with sunken eyes at one an­ 
other, while the officers, prostrated by 
the thought of giving up the fortress, 
actually sobbed like bereaved women, 
as though their hearts would break. 
Men seemed dazed by the impending 
calamity, which we knew nothing could 
ward off. We wandered about like 
mourners In a vast graveyard. And 
such Port Arthur was. 
“As for the hospitals, no words can 
adequately picture their horrors. They 
were worse than the battlefield; were 
gorged with broken, shell torn bodies 
and men In the grip of mortal diseases; 
a nauseating odor poisoned the air of 
the wards and sickened even the Sis­ 
ters of Charity, accustomed as they 
were to such experiences. So fetid and 
powerful was this odor that the Rus­ 
sian ladles attending the wounded 
plugged their nostrils with cotton or 
wool saturated with cologne to avoid 
being overcome by the miasma. 
“So terrific was the shell fire In the 
last days that few of the hospitals es­ 
caped damage, and many men were 
blown to fragments In their cots. 
“Many suffered from most painful In­ 
flammation of the mouth, caused by 
eating horseflesh, w’htch was itself 
tainted, but was the only animal food 
we could get Tbe Sisters of Charity 
and volunteer nurses worked day and 
night in these slaughter houses. Many 
fainted at their posts from want of 
food. The shrieks and moans of the 
wounded, the death rattle of the dying 
and the curses and yells of men under­ 
going operations without anaesthetics, 
all combined to make such a place a 
perfect inferno. 
SeveraTTImbs, cur­ 
dling blood, met one’s gaze on every 
hand. It was a relief to rush from the 
foul atmosphere and the horrible sights 
even if the shell torn streets were the 
only alternative. 
“When General Stoessel sent Ills re­ 
quest for terms of capitulation tbe 
number of troops available for duty 
was not more than 6,000, of which a 
good percentage were either in bad 
health, consequent on lack of fresh 
food, or had been slightly wounded. It 
was Impossible with this small number 
of men to garrison defenses extending 
over ten miles in sufficient strength to 
repel the enemy’s assaults. 
“The heroism of the great majority 
of the wounded is something 1 shall 
never forget. Men who had received 
wounds which did not incapacitate 
them from duty would stagger into hos­ 
pitals, throw their rities aside and, after 
dressing their own wounds, would 
snatch up their accounterments and 
hurry back to the trenches. 
“From first to last the Japanese de­ 
livered fifty-six assaults. Their sacri­ 
fice of life was unparalleled; we killed 
them by regiments, but fresh assaults 
were delivered next day. Recently the 
bombardment was much more effective 
than before. 
Those infernal shells 
were too much for us. The fortress 
was being torn to pieces.”
